RAILROADS NOW 
RUN AT SAVING. 


Line. President Says Private 
. Control Less Costly. 


Recent P. Answered in 
Minneapolis Talk. 


Government Ruling on Pay- 
ment to Roads Final. 


{BY A P. NIGHT WIRD.) 
MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 21.—The 
government's action in returning the 
railroads to private control in March 
Saved the people a large amount of 
money, declared Samuel M. Felton, 
president of the Chicago and Great 
Western Railroad, in an address 
today before the Chamber of Com- 
merce, lf government operation 
had been continued, he added, the 
deficit which the government would 
have had to pay would have been 
far larger than the amount it will 
have to pay for the six menths of 
Private operation, 1 to Sep- 
tember 1. 

“Recently widespread publicity 
has been given to the effect that 
since the rail were returned to 
Private operation they have been 
incurring a large deficit, estimated 
to be in excess of $600,000,000, 
which the taxpayers will have to 
pay. The implication tg that the 
less to the public during these six 
months was much more than it 
would have been if government 
operation had continued. 

“I am prepared to maintain, on 
the basis of the showing made by 
the Railroad Administration in the 
closing months of government con- 
trok that if the government opera- 
tion had been continued, the deficit 
in these six months would have 
been much larger than it actually 
was under private operation, 

“One of the principal reasons 
why, under private operation, the 
railways have incurred a large 
deficit, ig that advances in wdkes 
amounting to $52,000,000 a month, 
and effective during four of those 
months, were granted by the Rail- 
road Labor Board. It is fair to as- 
sume that the corresponding ad- 
Vances in wages would have been 
made if government control had 
been continued, and if this had been 
the case the deficit incurred during 
these six months would have been 
increased to $657,000,000. In addi- 
tion, railways have been subjected 
to increase in the price of coal 
which caused their total fuel bill in 
July, 1920, to be $14,000,000 more 
than it was in July 1919.”

|GIRL DIVORCES. 
“SUICIDE” MAN. 


Setting Comes Afterwards, 


Says Threat to Kill Himself 

ollowed Every Quarrel. 
Her Into House to 
See Him Die; He Didn't. 


Mrs. Dorothy M. Fearn, youthful 
former Riverside society girl, was 
granted a divorce from Edmund 
Fearn, Jr., in Judge Craffs court 
lyesterday, after she had told the 
‘story of disillusionment, with “sui- 
cide” trimmings. 

As Judge Crail tersely put ft, Mra. 
Fearn fell in love with a uniform, 


visiting a girl friend in Princeton, 
where he was an instructor in avi- 
ation. The girl friend had married 
an aviator, and Mrs. Fearn followed 
suit by ‘falling in love with the 
handsome instructor, 
The wedding was a society event 
in Riverside, Oct. 23, 1918. But 
trouble showed its head shortly aft- 
er the marriage. 
' “He became angry,” Mra. Fearn 
testified. I don't know what it was 
about; it was something trivial. He 
met me on the street and grab 
me by the arm. He said: ‘This is 
the last; I am going to kill m*self." 
He dragged me forcibly into our 
home. He told me I had to witness 
the killing of himself.” 
Mrs. Fearn then went on to say 
that she was -errified en she 
saw bichloride of mercury and pic- 
tured the horrible scene of her hus- 
band writhing in agony. She added: 
“He did not take it.” 
Mr. Fearn became angry again 
over a trivial matter, the witness 


went on. 

“I felt if I left him by himself, 
he would recover,” she said. “I left 
him in the living-room and went to 
bed, He came in and dragged the 
covers off me and said I need not 
sleep peacefully while he was in his 
present m He showed me 4 
gun and shut himself in a room, in- 
sisting I would have to stay. On 
this occasion, he told me, I need not 
witness his suicide. 1 did not know 
what moment I would hear the gun 
go off. I went into the room and 
grabbed the gun, begging him not 
to. kill himself. I was afraid it 
would go off and kill both of us,” 
she testified. 

Mr. Fearn's threats to kill himself 
were ee. said Mrs. Fearn. The 
court asked if her husband was not 
us. Fearn admitted he 
was. She said he was.jealous of all 
her friends, whether men or women. 
“I would ask him what the mat- 
was, but he would say: ‘Oh, 
or ‘You ought to know.’”
